“California’s voice in the senate 
will be through her two senators and 
I want to reflect as best I can the 
views of California 
The XSsenbower-Nfcpon ticket car­ 
ried the state by just under 700,000 
votes. 
“I look upon mjVeif as an average 
citizen who now will be required to 
vote on legislation as yet unwritten,” 
the new senator said. 
“To vote intelligently will require 
great study on my part, particularly 
where there are conflicting view*. I 
will treat the issues as they arise and 
shall endeavor to assist President­ 
elect Eisenhower in fulfillment of Ms 
pledges.” 
As state controller for nearly seven 
years, Kuchel has limited his poli­ 
tical expressions to state affairs. A 
member of the water project author­ 
ity, he has consistently voted to 
favor of fun development of the. 

On the state 
lands commission, he has emphati­ 
cally favored state ownership of tide- 
lands.

Kuchel said th at as a senator he

CATHEDRALS BOMBED 
Even the two Cathedrals were 
very badly bombed. One is still a 
shambles while the other has been 
restored somewhat. The gorgeous 
gold spired fountain, marking the 
center of the Market Platz has been 
completely restored and- will be 
ablaze with thousands of lights all 
through the holiday season. It lasts 
from St. Andrews day (Nov, 30th, 
this year) 
until 
December 23th, 
called “Dreikcenigstag” (the Three 
Kings Day.) 
In this Nürnberg Market Platz are 
many stalls with bright canvas 
canopied roofs and back drops, 


call the “Christmas 
Fair“—where 
Christmas goodies, toys, wreaths and 
greens and merchandise of every 
description ere on sale. 


Like all German cities, Nürnberg 
boasts an ancient castle, built in 
the eleventh century. It is perched 
up on a hill, directly back of the 
Market Platz and accessible only by 
walking. I visited it during a heavy 
mow storm, and found it worth the 
effort. While the castle resembled 
many other? of Grmany in most re­ 
spects there was, in the courtyard, 
a small building, housing a large 
well—180 feet deep. 


BUILT BY PRISONERS 
It was built by prisoners, taking 
ten years in the process using ham­ 
mer and chisel for the work. From 
the castle dungeons, there is an 
underground passage .two meters 
above the surface of the water, by 


which the prisoners had to fetch 
water to the jail. It is operated 
now by a heavy rope and a large 
wooden wheel, turned by hand. The 
castle suffered some damage during 
the war. It was in & direct line from 
the city, which was bombed so sev­ 
erely. 


Before leaving Nürnberg, I asked 
the hall porter the direction to the 
Palace of Justice, where Goering was 
tried and later executed. 
He an­ 
swered “There’s nothing of interest 
there, the buildings are quite new, 
and modern, and very uninterest­ 
ing. When I asked “How old?“ 
(knowing they must have been there 
for quite some time,) he replied— 
“Oh, only about a hundred years 
old,“ in a listless sort of tone. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Ryan recommended the builder 
excavate and clean all loose dirt in 
foundation trenches to solid ground 
and that modular concrete beams be 
provided to support all bearing parti­ 
tions.
